REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Carefully reviewing the past year we note a general 
prosperity in our schools. The relation between scholars, 
teachers and parents, we believe has been all that could be 
expected in any town. 

The services of good teachers have been secured and uni- 
formly good order been maintained in the several schools. 
But little complaint has reached the ears of the committee. 
In many instances bills have matured more rapidly than 
the materiaiizing of funds and our apology to all is the gen- 
eral hard times to which we need only to refer. 

Arrangements were made with So. Bristol district for 
scholars in that vicinity and also for Tioga scholars to at- 
tend school in Danbury at less expense and with better re- 
sults than to open a school for a few scholars. ‘The winter 
term at the village began late on account of the measles. 

Account of repairs may be found under the heading 
‘‘Repairs’’ and submitted with other expenses and infor- 
mation to the public, to be found included in our report to 
which we respectfully refer. 


THE COMMITTEE. 
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SCHOOL HOUSE REPAIRS. 


The treasurer’s report will give the amount expended 
for repairs. New desks and furniture replace the old. A 
double floor had to be laid in the school room and entry. 
New door and casings in addition to general details, such 
as papering and painting. Cold air boxes had to be made 
to replace funnel rusted out leading to furnaces. As in 
all cases of repairing old buildings many items of expense 
were incurred that could not be calcuiated. 


VILLAGE SCHOOL. 

Spring and fall terms and three weeks of the winter 
term were taught by Emma FE. Scott of Reading, Mass. 
The remainder of the winter term was finished out by 
MAMIE EK. Tayyor of Bristol. The committee released 
Miss Scott from completing the last term only by reason of 
her obtaining a position that she could ill afford to sacrifice 
and which would have resulted in the loss of a position not 
frequently offered and one that had to be decided upon at 
once. Miss Scott will be missed in our school room. 
Wages for teaching per week, including board, $9.25. 


CENTRE SCHOOL. 

Spring and fall terms were taught by ADDIE M. DRAKE 
of Bristol. Comments are superfluous. The school was 
conducted with ability and was in every way satisfactory. 
Wages of teacher, including board, $7.25 per week. 

Winter term of 5 weeks was taught by Eva D. HowE, 
of Ashland. Wages, including board, $7.25 per week.

This year one hundred and fifteen books have been add- 
ed to the library and up to the present time one hundred 
ninety-nine cards have been issued. Itis hoped thata 
generous appropriation will be made the coming year for 
the purchase of books. 
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When we consider that the whole expense of maintain- 
ing the library, including books, has amounted to less than 
one hundred dollars, it would seem that this year one 
hundred, at least, should be voted for this object alone. 
Fifty dollars will not buy a large number of books, and 
when it is considered how many cards are in circulation 
each week, it can be easily seen that the supply does not 
nearly equal the demand, and it is hoped that all will take 
hold with interest and enthusiasm,and make our library a 
credit to the town.
